“The system could be oper- 
ated by the city government. 
However, I am opposed to such 
a procedure except as a last re- 
sort. If the last resort is forced 
upon us, this proposed opera- 
tion could, under proper agree- 
ments, serve the city and county. 

“It must be kept out of poli- 
ties.. This may be done through 
the establishment of a board of 
trustees with the bondholders 
having a substantial voice on 
the board. 

“Another resolution worthy 
of a great deal of thought is 
the establishment of a Metro- 
politan Transit Authority, which 
would operate an area-wide sys- 
tem in direct competition to the 
unsatisfactory systems now in 
existence. This may well be 
organized along the lines of a 
self-supporting authority re- 
sponsible for mass transporta- 
tion of all types in the entire 
metropolitan area. 


“Or perhaps a start with city 
ownership and final assimilation 
by a metropolitan authority would 
be the most expedient and at the 
same time the most mane answer 
to the problem. 


“Certainly, it is definitely nec- 
essary for us to take immediate 
steps to retard decentralization of 
our downtown business district 
through the inability of masses 
of people to conveniently reach 
that section of our city.” 


The mayor’s foregoing refer- 
ence to “unsatisfactory systems” 
apparently included the St. Louis 
County Transit Co., an independ- 
ent local system serving a consid- 
erable slice of the county subur- 
ban area, It has suffered from 
financial stringency and there 
have been complaints about its 
service, 


Traffic Problem Complex. 


“Closely allied to the mass 
transportation problem,” the 
mayor said, “is our traffic con- 
gestion problem, which is slowly 
strangling the entire city. It is 
not a question which can be fully 
answered by temporary means. 
The answer lies with the expen- 
diture of funds for widening our 
streets, creating new traffic con-

“It has been estimated that to 
complete projects authorized in 
the 1944 bond issue and to create 
other immediately necessary 
street improvements would cost 
an additional $17,500,000.

We must be 
ready with cash in hand to ac- 
quire rights-of-way when those 
ranee are available. The city will 
need an additional $20,000,000 
for the expressway projects alone. 


Other Works Discussed. 


Darst mentioned specific sums 
| for public works, listed elsewhere 
in this edition, totaling $64,100,- 
000. This would be increased by 
an unspecified sum for a hospital 
for chronic invalids and possibly 
by an additional sum for city 
sewer improvements. 


These would be general obliga- 
tion bonds, supported mainly by 
property taxes. However, Darst 
proposed that the $10,000,000 
item for airport development 
would be fully offset, over the 
course of 10 years, by a like sum 
due from McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp., at $1,000,000 a year, for 
purchase of factory property at 
the airport from the city. 


Revenue from the relatively 
limited amount of electric cur- 
rent that would be produced at 
proposed incinerators could be 
pledged to help carry bonds for 
‘the incinerators, the Mayor 
pointed out.

duction of the B-52. Finletter 
explained that experience and in- 
formation gained in production of 
the B-47 was adequate to warrant 
production orders for the B-52. 


Plant Being Tooled. 


The company now is tooling 
one of its plants for mass produc- 
tion. In addition to the airplane 
now getting ready for test flight, 
a second B-52 is nearing com- 
pletion at the Seattle plant. 

The swept-wing B-52 is powered 
with eight J-57 Pratt & Whitney 
engines, mounted in pairs near 
the middle and toward the out- 
board end of each of the knife- 
like wings. There has been some 
unofficial speculation that these 
newly-developed engines produce 
considerably more than 7000 
pounds thrust each. 

The use of the Air Force-ap- 
proved name “Stratofortress” had 
significance in connection with 
the jet engines. Jets operate 
more economically, at high alti- 
tudes.

New Coronary Occlusion Operation 
Described by St. Louis Surgeon 


Sewing of Splint or Patch on Heart Success- 
ful on Dogs, Not Yet Tried 
on Persons. 


A new operation for coronary 
occlusion, a heart disease that 
cripples or kills many persons 
who work under high pressure, 
was described yesterday by .a 
Washington University School of 
Medicine surgeon. 

Dr. Duff S. Allen, assistant pro- 
fessor of clinical surgery, de- 
scribed the operation in the De- 
cember issue of the Journal of 
Thoracic Surgery, published yes- 
terday. 

The new surgical technique, 
not yet used on persons, has been 
performed on many dogs over the 
last two and a half years, with 
good enough results to indicate it 
might be useful in some types of 
human coronary occlusion, Dr. 
Allen said in an interview. 

Splint Sewed on Heart. 

What he does is to sew a splint 

or patch of tough connective tis- 
sue over the part of the heart wall 
that has been weakened by the 
disease. 
In a coronary occlusion, which 
means the blocking of one of the 
vessels that carry blood that sup- 
plies the heart muscle itself, the 
flow is stopped to part of the 
heart wall. This results in de- 
struction of tissue in this area, 
starting within a few seconds. 
Dead cells gradually are carried 
away and replaced by fibrous scar 
tissue. \ 

Death is the result for about 20 
per cent of the persons who suf- 
fer coronary occlusion for the 
first time. The others may sur- 
vive for many years, but most of 
them afterward are “coronary 
cripples” to some degree. * Their 
hearts can’t do as much work as 
they could before. 

Gives Demonstration. 

Dr. Allen uses a pair of rubber 
ear syringes to show what hap- 
pens to the heart’s action when 
part of the heart wall is changed 
to scar tissue in this way. 

One of the syringes has had a 
hole cut in the bulb and a piece 
of thin rubber cemented over the 
hole. The other has been left un- 
damaged. Squeezing them in his 
fists, Dr. Allen copies the con- 
traction and expansion of the 
heart, as it draws in blood and 
forces it out. 

But the damaged syringe — has 


what is called a paradoxical J 
contradictory movement. The thin 
rubber patch bulges out when the 
bulb is squeezed, representing 
contraction of the heart. When 
the bulb is relaxed, representing 


heart expansion, the patch caves | ¢ 


in. In the same way, a devitalized 
part of the heart wall can't take 
part in the proper contraction 
and expansion of the heart and 
actually works against the normal 
pumping action. 

“You might say it zigs when it 
ought to zag,” Dr. Al'en said. 

The new operation, for which 
Dr. Allen coined the name “car- 
diosthorrhaphy,” does two 
things to correct this paradoxical 
movement. The splint or patch 
stiffens the damaged part of the 
heart wall, and it pulls that sec- 
tion of the wall together, narrow- 
ing the damaged place.

HEN Bill Veeck stood up 
Wie respond as fall guy of 
the Circus Saints and Sin- 
ners, he apologized for his nerv- 
ousness before the big crowd 
in the Waldorf ballroom. “As 
operator of the Browns,” he ex- 
plained, “I’A not used to 
people.”

AS CHAIRMAN of the subcommittee, King | 


has been in charge of an investigation that | 


had made more headlines and produced more 
concrete results than any similar congres- 
sional inquiry in recent years. The evidence 
of loose ethical standards among public offi- 
cials, dug up by the subcommittee, could be 
the deciding factor in the 1952 presidential 
elections. 

Despite the eas and the sensations, 
King, a largely self-educated former busi- 
ness man, has directed the subcommittee 
with fairness and detachment. He hgs con- 
sistently expressed regard for the rights of 
witnesses and on one occasion, at least, 
virtually pleaded with a youthful witness 
to “come clean” and avoid the danger of 
ruining his life. 


is strongly reminiscent in personal appear- 
ance of Mark Twain. He has a luxuriant gray 
mustache, ruddy complexion, a strong aqui- 
line nose and thick nearly-white hair brushed 
straight back from his forehead. He likes to 
work in his shirt sleeves, drawing on a cigar- 
ette in a long holder, and never seems to lose 
his temper. 

King’s chairmanship of the subcommittee 
has been unusually serene. Although he can 
be classed as an administration Democrat and

INVESTIGATIONS such as this, particu- 
larly in an election period, frequently degen- 
erate into partisan bickering.

Perhaps the only incident that caused an 
unfavorable public reaction and which dis- 
turbed King a great deal was the sensa- 
tional sworn testimony of Abraham Teitel- 
baum, a wealthy Chicago lawyer for Ca- 
pone gangsters who is himself facing prose- 
cution for tax fraud, and Mrs. Shyrl Men- 
kin, a young glamorous brunette who also 


. is known as Mrs. Teitelbdum. 


Teitelbaum, a big blustering man who kept 
insisting he wanted to submit to a lie-de- 
tector test, testified that Frank Nathan, a 
character who inhabited the corridors of gov- 
ernment buildings looking for “deals,” and 
Bert K. Naster, a Florida ex-convict manufac- 
turer of electrical equipment, tried to extort 
$500,000 from him on the claim they could 
have him sent to the penitentiary for tax 
fraud. 

They said they derived their potency, Tei- 
telbaum related, through their connections 
with a “clique” of high present and former 
government officials who were looking for 
“soft touches.”

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Initiative With America in 1951

LONDON. 

HE initiative in world affairs during 
1951 has been almost entirely with 
the United States. The course of 
events during the past year was set by 
four great decisions taken in Washington 
simultaneously in its first few days, These 
decisions aré also still very largely gov- 
erning the world outlook for 1952. They 
have entirely transiormed the world situ- 
ation in the course of the past year. 

These four decisions were: 

» 1. Not to accept the Chinese interven- 
tion in Korea as a challenge to war with 
China, but to keep the Korean war lim- 
ited to Korea. 

2. To embark on a three-year rearma- 
ment program with the aim of giving 
America and her allies unchallengeable 
superiority of power over Russia and her 
allies by mid-1953. 

3. In the meantime, to give Europe 
priority over Asia in American, strategic 
dispositions and to aim at making Western 
Europe secure against attack by mid-1952; 
and for this purpose, to foster and sup- 
port West European rearmament efforts 
parallel to that of America, to bring West- 
ern Germany into the European defense 
community, and to encourage European 
integration. 

4. To make peace with Japan, trans- 


forming her from a defeated and con-, 


trolled enemy into an ally, and to build 
an American system of Pacific alliances 
based on the island chain of Japan, For- 
mosa, the Philippines, Australia and New 
Zealand. 

In the course of the year, a fifth deci- 
sion was added—to admit Greece and 
Turkey to the North Atlantic Treaty and 
create with Britain and France a Middle 
East Command, based on Turkey, with 
the aim of creating security in the Middle 
East. 

During 1951, America has had the field 
almost to herself in carrying these deci- 
sions into reality. The Russian reaction, 
so far, has been curiously feeble. The dif- 
ficulties that have appeared have all been 
of an “internal” character. Decision One 
—to refuse war with China—led to a 
domestic political crisis in America, eul- 
minating in the dismissal of Gen. Mac- 
Arthur; Decisions Three and Four—the 
rearmament of Western Europe and the 
peace and alliance with Japan—have pro- 
duced strains and stresses in the relations 
between America and her allies. 

The greatest inherent difficulties have 
been encountered by Decision Five—the 
building of security in the Middle East— 
which has to deal with particularly in- 
tractable material in the weak and divided 
local Arab States, the Arab-Israeli con- 
flict, and the Arab suspicions of Britain. 
Middle Eastern security is still a very 
long way from being achieved at the end 
of 1951. 

On the other hand, America’s own re- 
armament has made stupendous progress 
and by itself has gone a long way during 
the past year to change the world balance 
of power in favor of the West. American 
Pacific and Western European policies, 
too, have on the whole prospered during 
1951. The Japanese peace treaty has been 
signed and the groundwork of a ‘Pacific 
defense system laid; and West Europe’s 
defense, though not yet complete and 
somewhat behind schedule, is a great deal 
stronger than it was a year ago, with 
good prospects of further. strengthening 
in 1952. The danger of _ ' 
full-scale war with 
China, which might 
have led to world war, 
has greatly lessened 
compared with a year 
ago. 

Altogether, the West- 
ern position has solidi- 
fied out of recognition, 
and the course is set for 
real stability in a di- 
vided world by 1953, 
with the possibility of 
limited settlements with 
Russia, based on the 
“ratification of recog- 
nized positions of 
swength,” thereafter. 
Only against this back- 
ground of encouraging 
solid achievement can 
the problems and diffi- 
culties created by: the American initiative 
of 1951 be seen in proper proportion and 
perspective. 

These problems are certainly formida- 
ble; but they are less formidable than the 
successes and achievements to which they 
are incidental. 

The problems are three in number, and 
all will be carried forward into 1952. The

problems in the relations between Ameri- 
can governmental policy and American 
public opinion at home, in the relations 
between America and her allies, and in 


the relations between the Western coali-|

tion and the underdeveloped countries. 
All these problems have made themselves 
felt in 1951 and still await their solution, 
if the grand *design of American and 
Atlantic policy—the design of world peace 
through Western unity and strength—is 
to achieve success. 

At home, the new American world pol- 
icy runs counter to several- deep-seated 
Ameri¢can preconceptions; the conception 
of isolation, the conception of peace-time 
disarmament, and the belief that a vic- 
torious war with Russia would allow 
America to return to “normalcy.” The 
majority of the Americans have accepted 
both rearmament and foreign alliances; 
but so far they have accepted them rather 
as exceptional emergency measures than 
as the indefinite long-term commitment 
which is implied in the world policy of 
the American Government. 

In the relations between America and 
her allies, there exists a danger of mis- 
understanding and failure of confidence. 
Paradoxically, while American policy is 
often accused at home of appeasement, it 
is often accused abroad of warmpngering. 
The reason is the samé@ failure of public 


relations and public education—a failure, 


to explain the underlying ideas of a 
long-term policy to a wide public, and 
to translate policy from the technical 
terms of diplomacy into convincing and 
understandable everyday language. The 
“crisis of confidence” between America 
and her allies, which some observers have 
seen developing during 1951, exists less 
on the level of governments than on the 
level of public opinions; and character- 
istically, it is in this field that the Rus- 
sians, with their calculatedly misleading 
peace propaganda and disarmament pro- 
posals, have so far counteracted American 
policy most vigorously. 

A second and more tangible inter-allied 
problem has arisen out of the economics 
of rearmament. The events of 1951 have 
underlined the ominous discrepancy of 
economic strength between America and 
her allies. 

The problem, how to organize At- 
lantic long-term rearmament in such a 
way that it can be carried out to a joint 
plan with greatest military effect and 
smallest economic and political disturb- 
ance, remains unsolved. There is an in- 
creasing suspicion that it cannot be solved 
at all in a framework of national sover- 
eignty and that the Atlantic Alliance, in 
order to stand the strain or rearmament 
and long-term containment of Russia, will 
have to become an Atlantic Federation. 

Finally, the new American world policy 
has created a problem in the relations 
between the Western world and the under- 
developed countries of Asia, Africa, and 
Latin America. The cold war between 
Russia and the West cuts across the other 
great world movement of the twentieth 
century: the nationalist and industrial 
revolution of the underdeveloped coun- 
tries. 

Before 1951, the Western Powers were 
trying to come to terms with this revolu- 
tion, groping towards a new co-operative 
relationship with the underdeveloped 
nations through such means as President 
Truman’s Point Four Program, the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth Colombo Plan, the 
United Nations Technical Aid Program, 
etc, But American policy of 1951 inevi- 
tably implies a postponement of. these 
policies; it amounts to a decision to give 
Western rearmament priority over world 
development. 

The problems of world development, 
however, cannot simply wait. Some of the 
crises and difficulties 
of 1951 — the Anglo- 
Persian crisis and the 
Anglo-Egyptian crisis, 
the discontents in Mo- 
rocco and other parts 
of Africa, and above all 
the large gap in the 
containment front in 
India and Southeast 
Asia — arise directly 
from them. 

Nevertheless, the 
greatest question mark 
overhanging 1952 re- 
mains Russia's tardy 
reaction to the Western 
military and diplomatic 
power build-up. During 
1951, firm lines have 
been drawn in Europe, 
in the Pacific, and in 
the Middle East be- 
yond which Russian power is not to be 
allowed to expand, and behind these lines 
“positions of strength” are now in prog- 
ress of construction. If this process con- 
tinues for another year, the world balance 
of power is bound to tilt against Russia. 


Is Russia to wait passively for this? 
Will she be content to delay the process 
by playing on the internal problems and 


difficulties of the Western power build-up 
outlined above? Or will she take the 
plunge into preventive war? The year 
1952 is the last one in which this fateful 
choice is open to her.

: growth of Communism, 

“2. The United States is rapidly becom- 
ing a ‘have not’ nation with respect to 
critical raw materials. ... We simply do 
not have the mineral resources that will 
come even tlose to keeping pace with the 
increase in our industrial capacity. .. . 

“3. Notwithstanding the augmented in-. 
dustrial output in the United States dur- 
ing the past 18 months, there is reported 
te be an increasingly serious lag in the 
production of defense weapons... . 

“4. It is clear that the American people 
have not yet settled down to an acceptance 
of what is involved in paying the price for 
freedom and have not yet. put their backs 
to the job. The chief bottlenecks have 
been in the machine tools, in such mate- 
rials as alloy steel, aluminum, and copper, 
and in plant facilities. Yet last year we 
had all the television sets, automobiles, 
and so on that we wanted—and more....” 


The Harvard Business School group notes 
:that because of material shortages and the

There are limits to the further expan- 
sion of man power, they observe. “By the 
summer of 1951 we had already ‘moved a 
long way toward a labor force partici- 
pation as intensive as that achieved at 
the height of World War II” despite 
such factors as the high marriage and 
birth rates of the last 10 years, which 
mean that a very much larger proportion 
of women of working age are currently 
tied down by the care of small children 
than in World War IJ. At the most we 
can expect “an increase of 3.1 per cent in 
active employment in 1952, 2.1 per cent 
in 1953, and 1.3 per cent in 1954.” : 

Combining the obtainable increases in the 
number of people employed with a probable 
rise in output per man-hour of 2 to 2% per 
cent per year and a small expansion of the 
work week, they estimate that “the national 
aggregate output of real goods and services 
will show an increment of 6 per cent by 
mid-1952 as compared with the summer of 
1951, and that further increases of 5 per 
cent and 4 per cent can reasonably be ex- 
pected in each of the subsequent two years.” 

But of course not all of this volume of 

goods and services will be available for 
civilian consumption. The Harvard Business 
School group estimates that defense expendi- 
tures in line with the augmented program 
would be running at the rate of 65 billion 
dollars per year at mid-1952 (compared with 
34 billion dollars the previous year), at the 
‘rate of 75 billion dollars in 1953, and then 
at the lower maintenance rate of 65 billion 
dollars in 1954. They also allow for other 
Government expenditures of 28 billion dol- 
lars for the three years in question; and for 
50 billion dollars for plant and equipment, 
construction of houses, and other private 
capital formation in 1952, with 45 billion 
dollars for the same purposes in 1953 and 
1954, 


THE FIGURES FOR DEFENSE expendi- 
tures, it should be noted, includé five billion 
dollars for the Defense Department and 
Atomic Energy Commission in 1953 and 
again in 1954, to implement the proposed 
increases above the level now approved by 
Congress; as well as “an additional five bil- 
_lion dollars per year in 1953 and 1954 to 
| cover a possible further step-up in those 
programs and/or a possible increase in for- 
eign military and economic assistance beyond 


Budget of January 1951.” The Harvard Busi- 
ness School group points out that the pos- 
sibility of increased foreign assistance “is a 
very real one in view of the gravity of the 
|European situation,” although “the Presi- 
dent may be reluctant to ask for much more 
| money for this purpose before elections.” 
| Under the augmented program, they 

feel, the country “would still have an 
annual rate of goods and services avail- 
able for civilian consumption amounting 
to 204 billion dollars this coming summer, 
216 billion dollars the following summer, 
and as much as 241 billion dollars by 
mid-1954. . . . These estimates strongly 
confirm the tremendous productive poten- 
tiality of the American economy. , .. At 
least on an over-all basis, the American 
consumer would have as much available 
for his purchase in the summer of 1952 as 
he actually bought in the second quarter 
of 1951, virtually the same as in the pe- 
riod just before Korea, and significantly 
more than he chose to consume at any 
time during the postwar period. ... 

“But there is no blinking the fact that (the 
augmented program) cannot be accomplished 
without considerable cost and sacrifice, and 
in particular without imposing inflationary 
pressure upon the economy.” After taxes at 
present rates, consumers’ spendable income 
would be running at annual rates of 234 
billion dollars, 241 billion dollars, and 249 
billion dollars in 1952, 1953, and 1954; say- 
ings could continue well above the normal 
level, with perhaps some drop-back in 1954; 
and consumers might try to spend 216 bil- 
lion dollars, 222 billion doljars, and 236 bil- 
lion dollars in the three years. 

Comparing desired consumpiion with 
total goods and services available for that 
purpose, the Harvard Business School 
group concludes that there would be an 
inflationary gap on the order of 12 billion 
dollars in 1952 and six billion dollars in

Something Has Been Lost 


° To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch? 


Your news story on the difficulty of 
the President in forming a commission 
to investigate governmental corruption 
points up what seems to be an acute 
case of moral paralysis in a vital part 
of American life. 


Corruption has become so _ wide- 
spread in American political life, and 
its exposure such a daily occurrence, 
that we average newspaper readers, 
sometimes referred to as the citizenry, 
are liable to accept it all as just an- 
other commonplace of modern life, like 
inflation of our highway death toll or 
even threat of atomic bombs. 


After all, we say, what can we do 
about it? It is the penalty we pay for 
living in a machine age—machine 
transportation, machine warfare, ma- 
chine politics, what is the difference? 


This attitude should not be too sur- 
prising, for what can the average citi- 
zen do but vote and pay taxes, his two 
democratic privileges? But the real 
shocker, to many of us, is the unwill- 
ingness of our leaders—in both major. 
parties—to do anything about this 
politica] cancer. 

When the President of the United 
States, in a belated effort to clean up 
the government, can find only one man, 
Judge Thomas Murphy, willing to serve 
on a bi-partisan anti-corruption commis- 
sion, something has gone out of Ameri- 
can life. 

Not only are the leaders of the party 


in power afraid to investigate their own . 


administration, which. is understand- 
able, but leaders of the opposition show 
the: same timidity. A high-ranking 
Republican leader, when asked to serve 
on the commission, says, “No real 
Republican would serve on it.” 

In this statement he has confessed 
the moral bankruptcy of his own group 
and brought the strongest indictment 
yet against modern American political 
life: We are no longer Americans; 
we are no longer Republicans or 
Democrats. 

All through our American past our 
leaders have been a good index to our 
national health. In critical times the 
country has been able to produce men 
who were able and willing to take a 
non-partisan view of our national prob- 
lems: our Jeffersons, Hamiltons, Clays, 
Lincolns, Theodore Roosevelts, Wood- 
row Wilsons, and our less conspicuous 
Vandenbergs, Baruchs, and Murphys. 

Has America become so impotent 
that it can no longer produce enough 
men of moral fibre and the broad view 
to restore to the people political de- 
cency? Or will a future historian like 
Gibbon have to write of us: 

“About the middle of the Twentieth 
Century a kind of partisan dry-rot set 
in in the American body politic which 
led to the decay of the democratic 
philosophy and the eventual decline 
and fall of American civilization?” 

This question may be of no concern 
to the politicians, but it is a vital one 
to the American people and a matter 
that they are giving more thought to 
than the politicians suspect.

In the remote parts of the globe, as. well as in the 
United States, the most fervent hope is for peace—peace 
based on international understanding and co-operation, 
Americans wish in particular for a truce in Korea, 
followed by an Asiatic settlement which will stand. This 
means a truce that is honest and not one which is a 
cover-up for more aggression. It means taking into 
account the realities in China, Indochina and elsewhere 
in the Orient. It means a stronger and more effective 
United Nations organization. It means an American 
policy which practices at home and abroad the democ- 
racy which it preaches on the Voice of America, 

The Man in the Rice Paddy. ' 

From Morocco to Malaya, the West has watched with 
too much surprise and helplessness the rising of rabid 
nationalism. Are more Iranian or Egyptian crises to 
come? Aside from employing ‘all the skill of diplomacy, 


‘the West needs to reach the man in the rice paddy or 


desert oil field with a hope of better living. And Point 
Four technical and economic aid can still be made a 
more readable message than extremist propaganda. 


Is Disarmament Possible? 

A sincere and earnest attempt to answer that question 
should be a high-priority objective. And this calls for 
something more than action in the U.N. on behalf of the 
American disarmament plan. A parallel effort is called 
for to allay world tensions and open all possible doors 
to negotiation of basic issues whose settlement is neces- 
sary for success of any disarmament plan. At bottom, 


. disarmament is impossible unless societies of differing 


aim and structure can live peacefully in the same world. 
Our nation as the leader of one society has the most 
solemn of obligations to take every possible initiative. 


The Integration of Europe. 

A submerging of old rivalries and the establish- 
ment of a new, organized co-operation are essential to 
European economic stability as well as to the defense of 
the continent. So it is to be hoped that such measures as 
the Schuman Plan, the European Army and the Council 
of Europe at Strasbourg will be brought to full realiza- 
tion. Also high on the priority list should be greater 
political stability in France and Italy, a democratic 
reunification of Germany, a peace treaty for Austria and 
the settlement of such lesser problems as that of Trieste. 


Clean-Up of the Washington Scandals, 

Not in many years has the citizen’s confidence in his 
Government been shaken as it is now. Dishonesty, favor- 
itism or laxity in tax, loan and other government matters 
have been so common as to bring a feeling of outrage to 
the nation as a whole. President Truman has in effect 
promised drastic action but he has been ‘singularly slow 
in producing it. The need is for a resolute, all-out inves- 


“tigation which knows neither fear nor favor, and which 


results in the prosecution and proper punishment of all 
who violated their legal trust regardless of who they 
may be. For once Mr. Truman has no choice but to reach 
outside his circle of cronies and political appointees. 


Morality in Public Life. 

Exposing the unworthy and driving them out of pub- 
lic life is not enough. A start should be made toward 
cutting down the temptations to corruption. Senator 
Douglas deserves support In his effort to draft a code 
for office-holders, Senator Benton for his effort to min- 
imize the need for much-abused campaign funds. 


Who Will Be the Next President? 

Within the United States, the quadrennial race for 
President soon will be a chief issue. : Already three 
Republicans have announced: Senator Taft, Gov. Warren 
and former Gov. Stassen. Mr. Truman is keeping his 
intentions quiet and Gen. Eisenhower has given no 
public encouragement to leaders of either party. Bal- 
loons for Chief Justice Vinson have attracted little no- 
tice. Whoever the nominees are, they ought to provide 
the voter with a better choice than he had in 1948. The 
nation is now paying a price for mediocrity and cronyism, 
without an effective alternative at the polls, in the White 
House. Let the people shoulder their fair responsibility 
as voters and bosses of both parties will sit up and listen.

The Government should act boldly to check this in-. 
cipient tendency. This means, foremost, an equitable 
settlement of the steel dispute which will keep both 
wages and prices within the present stabilization for- 
mulas. It means extending the authority for controls, 
which expires in mid-year, It means rigorous restric- 
tion of credit, continued high taxation, the utmost econ- 
omy in federal expenditures. 


Ré-examining the Military Budget. 

Revelations of waste in the armed services, coupled 
with thé possibility that too much rearmament too soon 
could dislocate both the American and European econ- 
omies, make imperative a review of military outlays. 

Congress should ask whether’a moderate reduction in 
the rate of military outlay, in the interests of solvency 
of the Atlantic Community, might serve security better 
than risking a serious reduction of living standards. 
Without deviating from the defense goals set up for 1952 
and 1953, Congress should decide whether it is wise at 
this time to expand those goals through additional spend- 
ing which cannot come to fruition until 1954 or later. 


Better Control of Lobbying. 

Five years’ experience shows the Regulation of Lobby- 
ing Act is too vaguely worded. It should be recast to say 
more precisely who must register and what information 
must be made public. Senator Douglas’ proposal to bring 
the executive lobbyist as well as the congressional lobby- 
ist under control would repair a major omission. 


Administration of Offshore Oil. 


Legislation which slumbers in Congress would give ef- 
fect to the Supreme Court’s decision on offshore oil by 
setting up a Federal Administrator to control these re- 
serves. Administration officials have explained to Con- 
gress how vital it is to the defense mobilization that the 
underseas oil domain be developed in an orderly way. 
The narrow interests of a few coastal states should not 
stand longer in the way of the clear national interest. 
Modernization of Congress. 

In the five years since the Legislative Reorganization 
Act was passed, Congress has made little or no progress 
on further modernizing its machinery and methods. It 
still needs to end the stifling seniority rule, curb the 
autocratic power of the House Rules Committee and the 
undemocratic filibuster in the Senate. 


Organization of the Executive Branch. 

The Hoover reforms, the first of which were put ito 
effect in 1949, are still only 35 per cent complete. The 
remainder is the part that faces the toughest opposition. 


Statehood for Alaska and Hawaii. 


The 1948 Democratic and Republican platforms came 
out for statehood for the territories of Alaska and Ha- 
waii. Statehood for both has been approved repeatedly 
by the leaders of both parties, including President Tru- 
man. The admission bills have been the subject of 
extended hearings and have advanced to various stages 
in the last several Congresses. Yet both are stalled now. 
Two new stars should go into the flag—for justice, for 
better government in the territories, for defense. 


An End of Hypocrisy on the Campus. 

The disclosures of gambling scandals, cheating and pay 
for play in the college sports world should lead to a 
genuine clean-up. Integrity can hardly be expected in 
business or in public life if hypocrisy is extolled in our 
colleges and universities. 


Safety in Coal Mines. 

West Frankfort’s coal mine tragedy has added 119 
dead to the 111 victims at Centralia in 1947. Yet through- 
out the entire interval between the two horrors, federal 
mine safety legislation has gathered dust in Congress. 
The trouble is that state laws are antiquated and state 
inspection not vigorous enough, while more careful fed- 
eral inspection lacks authority for enforcement. The 
miners, working through their unions, should make safe- 
ty legislation with teeth a first order of business. 


Development of the Missouri Valley. 

Senator Hennings of Missouri pointed the way when he 
introduced a bill five months ago to create an indepen- 
dent commission to take testimony from the pedple of 
the region, make a study on the ground, and recommend 
specific courses of action. No measure stands higher in 
importance to the Missouri Valley.

Another year of the transit trend will turn 
more riders into motorists, clog more traffic and speed 
the disruption of the St. Louis’ area’s economic life. 


St. Louis Traffic Blight. 

With inadequate transit service and increased motor- 
ing, congested streets are damming the flow of urban 
life in St. Louis and hastening the outward flight of 
business and population. The area needs immediately 
more one-way streets, more parking facilities, fewer 
stop signs.

Clean Sidewalks and Streets. 

In contrast with many large cities, St. Louis is in- 
excusably untidy, particularly downtown where waste. pa- 
per and trash blow about. With just a little care this 
smudge on St. Louis can be eliminated.

tional income in 1952 into 
defense and armament indus- 
tries, hoping that a deficit of 
about $90,000,000 will be cov- 
ered by surplus production, 


and loans and grants from 
abroad. 


The federal budget actually 
allots 74 per cent of the Bel- 
grade government’s income to 
defense and defense industry. 
This percentage figure, how- 
ever, fails to take into account 
the assumption of many ex- 
penses, formerly shouldered by 
the federal government, by 
state and local governments. 

Total defense expenditures 
in 1952 will be approximately 
$700,000,000. The national in- 
come is estimated at 885,158,- 
000,000 dinars ($2,950,000,000). 

“We cannot be blamed if we 
have put a significant part of 
the national income into de- 
fense,” said Boris Kidric, the 
nation’s economic boss, in a 
speech in Parliament today. 
“We would rather put this 
money into capital investment, 
but’ when the national inde- 
pendence and freedom is at 
stake it would be foolish not 
to prepare the army.”

32 Divisions of 10,000 Men. 


The Yugoslav army was reor- 
ganized in 1949. Until then it 
had consisted of about 50 “guer- 
rilla”. divisions of about 5000 men 
each. These were reshuffled into 
32 Soviet-type divisions of about 
10,000 men. In. addition, there 
are three tank and two mechan- 
ized divisions and Tito’s Guard 
with a strength equivalent to one 
division. 

The arms are of low quality, a 
collection of weapons from all 
the forces which operated in 
Yugoslavia in the second World 
War. To these have been added 
the arms delivered by the west- 
ern allies during the war, princi- 
pally British, plus Soviet and 
. Czech arms delivered after the 
war. The diversity in equipment 
is such that it has not been pos- 
sible to arm a single division uni- 


formly. 

About 20 Soviet postwar T-34 
‘tanks were received in 1947.

Red Sympathizers a Problem. 
The Yugoslav army was mod- 
eled on the Soviet pattern—the 
Red army was the supreme ideal. 
Tito’s break deprived the Yugo- 
slav army its spiritual basis and 
political faith, The break was 
followed by purge after purge, 
but no one can tell how many 
of the Soviet sympathizers still 
are hiding their real loyalty until 
the time comes to return Yugo- 
slavia to the Soviet orbit. 


The Air Force has about 800 
airplanes, all of war or prewar 
types, about 300 of these might be 
used in combat, but these are 
mostly obsolete Soviet fighters 
and light bombers. The remainder 
are useful only for training and 
transport. There is a small air- 
plane industry which cannot meet 
20 per cent of the air force needs. 


The navy is negligible, with six 
or seven submarines, three de- 
stroyers and a number of smaller 
craft; but Yugoslavia has ship- 
yards which ultimately should be 
able to build such naval vessels 
as are needed for the protection 
of the Yugoslav coast. 

Made Up of Six Nations. 


Yugoslavia is not a nation, but 
a collection of nations and peo- 
ples. It consists of six republics 
and two autonomous provinces. 
Five distinct groups make up the 
main part of the population — 
Serbs, Croats, Slovenes, .Mace- 
donians and Montenegrins. In 
addition, a number of other na- 
tionalities reside within the bor- 
ders—minority groups of Ciechs, 
Romanians, Hungarians, Alban- 
ians, Germans, Italians, Ruthen- 
ians, Turks, Bulgarians and White 
Russians. 

Religion has survived Commu- 
nism. The Serbs, Macedonians 
and Montenegrins mostly belong 
to the Orthodox faith. The Croats 
and Slovenes are mostly Roman 
Catholic. These peoples have 
little use for the Communism 
which has been imposed upon 
them; and neither are they too 
happy in the enforced union of 
Yugoslavia. 

Disaffection among the officers 
in the armed forces stems not 
only from covert pro-Soviet offi- 
cers, but there is widespread dis- 


affection among the people who

No Certainty About Tito. 


Disaffection cannot be _  ex- 
pressed in peacetime, but, in case 
of war, it is difficult to be cer- 
tain that Tito can continue to 
control his multi-national state.

Western Powers And Russia. 

‘ “2. What do you think the 
Western Allied powers should do 
to help maintain world peace in 
1952? 

“Answer. The Western powers 
must continue their efforts to 
settle all controversial questions 
peacefully through the organiza- 
tion of the United Nations, even 
if that is done by previous agree- 
ment between the Big Four pow- 
ers, but not at the expense of 
other peoples; that is, not at the 
expense of peoples affected by 
unsettled problems. 

“3—What do you think Russia 
should do? 

“Answer—The U.S.S.R. should 
understand it does not have the 
right to interfere in the inter 1 
affairs of other nations; and that 
it will be able to enjoy confidence 
and sympathy only if it desists 
from, its imperialist policy and 
returns to its prewar boundaries, 
leaving the people to arrange 
their internal affairs as they see 
fit.

“4-How will Yugoslavia help 
serve the cause of world peace in 
1952? 

“Answer—In 1952, Yugoslavia 
will do everything in its power to 
lessen the tension in the world.

To a considerable extent, this 
change is a matter more of in- 
stinct than of hard evidence. Last 
week, Winston Churchill warned 
that war might come, but added, 
“I do not think it will come.” 


Some time previously, in a talk 
with an intimate, Churchill drew 
the parallel between the world 
situation today and the situation 
after Hitler had come to power. 
He pointed out the obvious simi- 
larities, and said that from thé 
moment Hitler came to power he 
had “felt in his bones” that war 
was coming, but, he said, he did 
not “feel it in his hones” now. 

Defensive Tone by Reds. 


The change in atmosphere is 
not entirely a matter of the feel- 
ing in the bones of European 
leaders like Churchill. For one 
thing, the Soviets cannot now 
launch a surprise attack in Eu- 
rope. To make ready an assault 
on the strengthened forces under 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
would require at least two months 
of preparations. There are no 
signs that these preparations are 
being made. 


Military intelligence reports no 
slackening of the great Soviet re- 
armament effort which has been 
going on since the war, yet the 
reported Soviet military disposi- 
tions at least look defensive in 
nature, which was not the case 
a year ago. Moreover, a subtle 
change in recent Soviet propa- 
ganda and pronouncements points 
in the same direction. 4 

The tone of the October Revo- 
lution speeches this year, for ex- 
ample, was far more defensive 
than at*any time since the war, 
full of reminders of the terrible 
fate which has overtaken invaders 
of Russia. The reminders were 
hardly necessary, in view of the 
immense Soviet manpower su- 
periority. But these and other 
pronouncements ‘do suggest that 
the men in the Kremlin are be- 
ginning genuinely to respect the 
power of the West. 

Finally, of course, there is Ko- 
rea, and the simple fact that the 
failure of the aggression in Korea 
is not likely to encourage the 
Kremlin to attempt aggression 
elsewhere. 

West’s Strength Growing. 

For all these reasons, the fear 
of a Soviet preventive attack, de- 
signed to nip ‘Western rearma- 
ment in the bud, is very much 
less today than it was a year ago. 
The growing belief that an attack 
is not imminent has in turn influ- 
enced the military planning of 
the Western alliance. 

This belief accounts in part 
for the so-called “Ottawa Revolt.”

N the past year there has been a change in the whole atmosphere 
Deep but difficult to define precisely, it is one of the 
most lasting inipressions left by this reporter’s recent trip abroad. 
A year ago, most European leaders believed that Soviet military 
aggression in Europe might very well be imminent.

Organizatfén plans‘ calling for 
well over 100 divisions by the end 
of 1954. It was finally agreed 
that W. Averell Harriman, Brit- 
ain’s- Sir Edward Plowden and 
France’s Jean Monnet should re- 
examine the whole problem. But 
there was also a tacit agreement 
to scale down the whole effort 
somewhat and to extend the time 
schedule. This agreement was 
reached because the European 
leaders and most American offi- 
cials had begun to come to the 
same conclusion as Churchill. 
On the whole, they did not think 
war would come. 

This guarded optimism in the 
West derives directly from the 
growing strength of the West. 
The stronger the West becomes, 
the less likely_a preventive at- 
tack by the Soviets also becomes. 
Some scaling down of the West- 
ern defense effort may now be 
justifiable and necessary, but any 
real slackening will invite a Soviet 
attack in the period which lies 
not more than a year or two 
ahead — the period when the 
Soviets have built a _ really 
formidable stockpile of atomic 
weapons. 

Internal Danger. 

Moreover, as Churchill himself 
warned, war remains entirely pos- 
sible at any time. There is some 
evidence, including the construc- 
tion of the rail and canal by- 
passes around the city, that the 
Soviets have at least been toying 
with the notion of a second Berlin 
blockade. Although fear of a 
satellite attack on Yugoslavia has 
decreased, fear of a Chinese as- 
sault on Indochina is now def- 
initely increasing. 

In short, the’ European leaders 
may be dead wrong, and the dan- 
ger of world war may actually 
be greater than it was a year 
ago. 

The change of atmosphere in 
Europe, the sense of breathing a 
little more easily, is nevertheless 
worth reporting. It reflects a 
real net gain in military strength 
in the West. 

But this should give no grounds 
for complacency. If the danger 
of direct Soviet aggression seems 
to be less, the danger of internal 
disintegration within the Western 
allianee is if anything greater 
than before. The central danger 
is an internal crumbling away 
of the Western position on the 
flanks, and above all in the Mid- 
dle East. 

This is the danger to which the 
United States, as leader of the 
free world, must now address it- 
self, with the same determination 
and force which Gen. Eisenhower 
has brought to strengthening the 
military position of the Western 
world. 


HERBERT MORRISON

WADEBRIDGE, England, Dec.

Morrison, No. 2 man of the 
Labor party, also warned that the 
people of the Middle East and 
Far East should not sever them- 
selves from Western influence. 

“There is a real responsibility 
of the more prosperous Western 
world toward the underdeveloped 
and backward countries,” he said. 

“ .. We need a series of well- 
equipped, efficiently-run interna- 
tional. Tennessee Valley Authori- 
ties, so to speak, in the inter- 
national war against poverty. We 
should do this for its own sake 
and the general economic prog- 
ress of the world as a whole. 

“But we should also do it be- 
cause poverty and desperation are 
elements in the psychological pre- 
disposition to violence and war.

U.S. SAID TO URGE 
BRITISH DEAL WITH 
EGYPT ON SUDAN 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP) 
~The United States is reported 
to have urged Britain to recog- 
nize King Farouk as rnler of the 
Sudan as part of a plan to settle 
Western differences with Egypt. 

Prime Minister © Winston 
Churchill is believed ready to 
discuss the American suggestion 
with President Truman when he 
visits the United States Jan. 4. 

Officials who disclosed this said 
the State Department nas _ sug- 
gested that Britain join in spon- 
soring “‘a package deal” for Egypt 
in late January. Under*this, the 
Egyptian government would be 
given sovereignty over the Sudan 
which it has been claiming as its 
own but which is. now jointly 
ruled with Britain. 

In return for this concession, 
the United States would expect 


the Egyptian government to: (1) 
Agree in principle to join the 
American-backed Middle East de- 
fense command which Egypt re- 
jected Oct. 15, and (2) consent to 
hold a plebiscite in the Sudan to 
determine tne desire of the Su- 
danese on their political future.

Eisenhower came at the invita- 
tion of Foreign Minister Robert 
Schuman of France. He told the 
group he was “delighte?” with its 
progress. 

The stage was set for a com- 
promise following the proposal of 
the larger nations, expressed by 
Premier Alcide de Gasperi of 
Italy. This called for an assem- 
bly meeting as soon as the Euro- 
pean army treaty is ratified and 
preparation. within six months of 
a constitution for a political fed- 
eration, to be organized by the 
six countries in the following 
three-month period. 

France, West Germany and 
Italy have sought to put control 
into the hands of a supra-national 
authority while the Benelux 
states (Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Luxembourg) want retention 
of national sovereignty with the 
most important agency beinug a 
Council of Ministers. 

Paul Van Zeeland, Foreign 
Minister of Belgium, thought the 
compromise plan useless and 
harmful but said he would not 
object, providing the assembly’s 
powers were purely consultative. 

When Eisenhower arrived, the 
conference recessed, and the gen- 
eral met with ministers in an ad- 
joining salon. 

De Gasperi told correspondents 
later that Eisemhower felt the ab- 
sence of Britain was a handicap 
to establishing a European army 
and to European unity schemes in 
general. P 

“But,” De Gasperi quoted Ei- 
senhewer, “You here must make 
a start and perhaps Britain will 
come in later. 

Eisenhower himself later de- 
clared, “I am delighted with the 
progress they (the ministers) have 
made.” He declined further 
comment. 


RUSSIA. PREPARING 
BIGGEST POSTWAR 
NEW YEAR’S FETE 


MOSCOW, Dec. 29 (AP)—The 
Russian people were making 
ready today for their greatest 
New Year’s celebration since be- 
fore the war. 

The streets looked like a mov- 
ing forest. Thousands of per- 
sons were buying green trees 
from. numerous corner lots and 
lugging them to their apart- 
ments. Dcwntown streets were 
packed with customers buying 


| gifts, toys and decorations for 


their trees. 

New Year’s eve and New Year’s 
day are great holidays here. It 
is then that most Russian people 
exchange gifts, light their trees 
and make a big occasion for the 
children. “Grandfather Frost,” 
the Russian Santa Claus, garhed 
in a white cloak and long white 
beard, gives toys to good chil- 
dren. 

Schools throughout the coun- 
try have New Year’s plays on 
Monday and then close for a 10- 
day holiday. The Russian Ortho- 
dox Church’s Christmas, because 
of-a difference in its calendar, is 
not observed until Jan. 7. That 
holiday is not as widely observed 
as New Year's. 


STANLEY ANDREWS TO TAKE

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
Stanley Andrews, foreign rela- 
tions expert of the Department 
of Agriculture, will take over the 
mission of the late Dr. Henry G. 
Bennett Point IV program offi- 
cial killed in a plane crash at 
Tehran. 

Bennett was engaged in in- 
specting and expanding the Point 
IV program of assistance to un- 
derdeveloped countries in Africa, 
the Middle East and Asia at the 
time of his death. Selection of 
Andrews was announced by the 
State Department. today. An- 
drews, a native of High Point, 
Mo., was made a special consult- 
ant to Secretary of State Ache- 
son.

TWO 6.1.$ WHO BLUNDERED 
INTO RED BERLIN RELEASED 


BERLIN, Dec. 29 (AP) — Two 
American ‘soldiers who  blun- 
dered into the Russian zone and 
were taken into custody by Soviet 
sentries early this morning were 
released tonight. 

Western officials said the men 
were turned back by the Rus- 
sians in response to a request 
submitted by the United States 
Army as soon as their disappear- 
ance was reported. The names of 
the two men were withheld. 

The soldiers, accompanied by 
two German girls, failed to see a 
Russian zone border barricade 
and crashed their autor obile 
through it, West Berlin police re- 
ported. .

Washington headquarters and 25 
countries overseas pumped Amer- 
ican dollars into western Europe. 
The result, its supporters Say, 
was an industrial comeback that 
beat back the threat of Commu- 
nism at least temporarily. 


New Problem Ahead. 

As Harriman takes over, a new 
crisis appears to be gathering 
over the European continent be- 
cause of the heavy rearmament 
burden now dumped on the shaky 
financial structure built by the 
Marshall Plan. 

Harriman is to supervise spend- 
ing of a total of about $7,300,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year end- 
ing July 1, but, all except $1,- 
022,000,.000 will go to provide 
weapons and military supplies 
needed to revive western Euro- 
pean armies. 

Behind the scenes, Britain, 
France, Italy and other Marshall 
Plan countries are complaining 
that they need more economic 
help and less military aid if they 
are to rebuild their rearmament 
industries. 

Critics, on the other hand, say 
European nations are not work- 
ing hard enough. 

With a money-conscious Con- 
gress, Harriman is due for a 
stormy reception if he requests 
more economic aid and more lee- 
way in spending rearmament 
funds for aid purposes. 

The present Marshall Plan 
chief, Richard M. Bissell Jr., goes 
over to Harriman’s new agency 
as deputy collector in charge of 


nical aid to southeast Asia. 
Bissell is among those who firmly 
believes the Marshall Plan ac- 
tually would have accomplished 
its objective of putting Europe 
on its financial feet by June 30, 
1952, if it had not been for the 
Korean war which caused the 
West to embark on a huge rear- 
mament program. 

“Europe had recovered from 
this bout of the disease but none 
of us believes that the patient 
had acquired any immunity,” he 
says. “It remains highly sus- 
ceptible to the very familiar virus 
—a financial crisis, whenever any 
special contagion is in the air. 

Statistics show that during the 
Marshall Plan period Europe did 
get pretty much back on its feet. 
Industrial production, yardstick 
by which European recovery 1s 
measured, now is 41 per cent 
higher than it was prewar. 

Achievements Listed. 

The Marshall Plan and ECA 
point to these achievements to 
show that American recovery 
dollars have gone a long way 
toward accomplishing the ‘orig- 
inal objective set forward by 
former Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall in his address at 
Harvard University, June 5, 
1947: 

Steel production—now nearly 
60,090,000 tons as compared to 
31,000,000 in 1947. This is 
nearly double the capacity of 
Russia and its satellites, which 
figures about 35,000,000 tons. 

Food produstion—24 per cent 
higher than the 1947 level and 
9 per cent higher than prewar. 

Motor vehicle production — 
boosted to 145,000 vehicles in 
1951 as compared to 54,000 in 
1947. 

Agricultura] ,roduction’' — 
about 9 per cent higher than 
prewar and around 24 per cent 
above 1947. 

Crude oil refinery capacity— 
now has risen to 46,800,000 tons 
annually, nearly four times the 
prewar rate. 

Electrical output—now hums 
along at a rate of 20,500,000 
kilowatt hours monthly as com- 
pared to 13,500,000 in 1947. 

Overall, Europe’s gross na- 
tional output has jumped 25 
per cent during the lift of the 
Marshall Plan. This now stands 
at about $125,000,000, a 15 per 
cent increase over prewar 
levels. 

Despite these successes, it is 
apparent that the Marshall plan 
has. failed in these important 
problems: 

Coal Production—Output from 
Germany's Ruhr mines, the 
French Saar and Britain's coal 
pits has yet to reach prewar 
levels. This has led to an acute 
coal shortage which is forcing 
the United States to send record- 
breaking coal exports to the Con- 
tinent to keep factories operat- 
ing. 
_ Re Economic Unity — 
Only short steps have been taken 
toward this goal despite vehement 
urging by the Administration and 
Congress. The French-sponsored 
coal-steel merger has yet to be 
adopted by Germany, Belgium, 
The Netherlands, fuxembourg 
and Italy. 

Artificial Trade Barrier. 
Slow progress in ridding Eu- 

rope of artificial trade barriers 
has alarmed many foreign aid en- 
thusiasts. Some fear that unless 
a speeded-up schedule is forced 
on the Europeans, their govern- 
ments may still be in need of fi- 
nancial help in 1954 and 1955, 
whenever the rearmament phase 
of the current program ends. 

In his final speech before bow- 
out, Bissell acknowledged 
that the Marshall plan has made 
“only a first dent on the sep- 
aratedness of European national- 
ism.” He added: 


Its 2400 employes in} 


the Marshall plan, however, I be- 
lieve they will see in it the 
charge that blasted the first sub- 
stantial cracks in the centuries- 
old walls of European national- 
ism—walls that once destroyed 
will clear the way for the build- 
ing of a unified, prosperous, and, 
above all, peaceful continent.” 
The Marshall plan also appears 
to have paid too little attention 
to making certain’ that American 
economic aid trickled through to. 
the European people. Too often 
dollars, equipment and aid went 
to governments and big European 
companies who failed to share the 
benefits with the workers... 
In an effort to correct this situ- 
ation before folding, ECA has laid 
the groundwork to provide tech- 
nical aid at a plant and industry 
level. This may lead to a wider 
sharing of dollar help, providing 
Harriman’s agency follows 
through. 

Biggest Share to Britain. 
Even though Britain dropped 
out of the Marshall Plan last 
Jan. 1, it received the biggest 
share of dollar assistance under 
the program according to figures 
compiled through Dec. 30 — 
$2,825,000,000. France ranked 
second with $2,455,000,000. West- 
ern Germany, now a _ growing 
force in Europe’s industrial pic- 
ture, get the third biggest share— 
$1,317,000,000, followed closely by 
Italy with $1,314,000,000. Fifth 
highest recipient was The Nether- 
lands which received an almost 
even billion. 

The total provided the remain- 
ing Marshall Plan countries was 
Austria, $596,000,000;* Belgium- 
Luxembourg,, $546,000,000; Den- 
mark, $266,000,000; Greece, $569,- 
000,000; Ireland, $146,000,000; Ice- 
land, $26,500,000; Norway, $24],- 
000,000; Portugal, $50,500,000; 
Sweden, $118,500,000; Turkey, 
$167,000,000, and Trieste, $33,-

In addition, a total of $59,000,- 
000 in Marshall Plan funds went 
to Yugoslavia to tide it over a 
serious food crisis early in 1951. 

The United States also contrib- 
uted a total of $350,000,000 to 
the European Payments Union, a 
device for promoting intra-Euro- 
pean trade. 

Even though ECA was set up 
primarily to co-ordinate European 
recovery activities, it was also in- 
trusted with spending around 
$250,000,000 for economic aid of 
various kinds to the Far East. 
Sharing in this were Nationalist 
China, the Indochina states, Bur- 
ma, the Philippines, Indonesia 
and Thailand. 

Statisticians trying to figure 
out the cost of the Marshall Plan 
to Americans have come up with 
an average of $80 for every man, 
woman and child in the United 
States. 

Actually, more than the $12,- 
500,000,000 spent by the United 
States during this period has gone 
into promoting European recov- 
ery. The European governments 
have had to put up about $9,000,- 
000,000 in their own currency to 
match free American dollars. 
This has gone into a so-called 
“counterpart fund” for specific 
recovery projects which the Unit- 
ed States had to approve i- ad- 
vance.

American Writing and 
The American Tradition

N his resume of American 
| tteratur between the years 

1885 and 1915 Van Wyck 
Brooks has brought to a close 
the series of historical volumes 
devoted to the writer in Amer- 
ica, The title of this volume is 
“The Confident Years, 1885- 
1915” which describes the pre- 
vailing tone of the national let- 
ters and of the society that pro- 
duced them. ‘These were the 
years in which the American 
people, shaken down to a new 
unity, after the Civil War, rest- 
ed their hopes for the future on 
a theory of progress that would 
be particularly applicable to a 
society that was magnificently 
isolated from the fatigue and 
sickness of the Old World. 

It was also a fallow time for 
American writing—too late for 
Mark Twain (who had reached 
his peak) and Whitman and too 
early for Eugene O’Neill, H. L. 
Mencken, Sherwood Anderson, 
Ernest Hemingway and William 
Faulkner. Dreiser to be sure, 
had written “Sister Carrie” and 


“Jennie Gerhardt” but a proper 
evaluation of these elephantine 
masterpieces did not take place 
until the ‘'20s. Stephen 
Crane and the lesser—quite 
lesser—Frank Norris were ex- 
ceptional. The heroes of the 
period were Richard Harding 
Davis, Booth Tarkington and 
Clyde Fitch.

R. BROOKS however does 
M not allow himself to be 

hemmed in by chronolog- 
ical barriers. The. line of 
continuity from the past is 
always in evidence as is the 
unexploded energy of certain 
writers who are just beginning 
to get organized. So this com- 
prehensive study spills over in 
two directions and to an extent 
that enables the reader ‘to get a 
perspective, on the whole body 
of American writing. 

Artists are always individual- 
ists but the compulsions of any 
particular period cannot be re- 
sisted. Henry James, returned 
to America in 1905 and was hor-, 
rified by the stridency of our 
mounting industrialization and 
the upsurging of foreign ele- 
ments. In a sense, though, he 
was always an American writer 
for the raucous optimism of

American society was distilled 
and refined into the pathetic 
gallant innocence of Daisy Mil- 
ler and Milly Teale.

To her this was the last 
outpost of the old amenities. 
She felt the challenge of a ris- 
ing vitality but had neither the 
faith nor the curiosity to come 
to terms with it. She also had 
perception enough to see the

major attention. But even 
though these studies of New 
York in the ’80s had pene- 
tration it is significant that 
“Ethan Frome,” a tragic story 
of a New England village is her 
most durable work.

NYONE who wants to be 
J introduces—ane by a dis- 

tinguished ornithologist—to 
some exotic birds not seen in 
the United States would do well 
to pick up this handsome book. 
It is the author’s recording of 
his first impressions of Mexican 
birds as seen on an ornitholog- 
ical expedition to the states of 
Tamaulipas, Nuevo Leon and 
Coahuila. It is illustrated pro- 
fusely by the author with 16 
water-colors of striking beauty 
and 63 pen-and-ink drawings. 
In the major part of the vol- 
ume, Mr. Sutton relates the 
day-to-day experiences that he 
and his two fellow-birders had 
in their wanderings. The last 
hundred pages compose an ap- 
pendix in which all known birds 
of Mexico are briefly described. 


Among interesting birds de- 
scribed in Mr. Sutton’s adven- 
tures are: The chachalaca, 
which cries its name over and 
over with a pounding rythm. 
The great curassow, weighing 
as much as a turkey, with yel- 
low wattle at base of bill and 
blue-black plumage; the cop- 
pery-tailed trogon with narrow 
white band separating the “in- 
credible red of the belly from 
the dark shining green of the 
head and upper chest”; the 
trim, long-tailed, . diminutive 
Inca dove; the elusive rufescent 
tinamou. 


Frequently Mr. Sutton blends 
the setting into an observation 
on birds and adds a personal 
note, to wit: “A fearful 
squawk, which echoed from the 
foothill, attracted my attention 
to a flock of 60 military mac- 
aws, flying abreast down-river, 
and I stood there spellbound, 
like a country boy watching the 
fast freight go by.” 

This is the fifth book Mr. 
Sutton has written and illus-

O the literature of “‘The 
G contisent Years” was dis- 

tinctly not a literature of 
protest. Stephen Crane’s excep- 
tional quality was generated 
from his first-hand observation 
of life-in-the-raw as lived in the 
tenements and gutters of New 
York. His greatest novel, how- 
ever, was an implied protest 
against the romantic conception 
‘of war of which he had no first 
hand knowledge when he wrote 
it. “He knew that Henry Flem- 
ing found that war was not a 
pageant,” says Mr, Brooks, “but 
largely an affair of trying to 
sit still and keep warm and this 
feeling of the homeliness and 
casualness of war which Tol- 
stoy had conveyed as well, im- 
parted to Crane’s novel its qual- 
ity as of actual life.” 

The isolated protests against 
the meaner phases of American 
life was to become a swelling 
chorus in the ’20s and '30s. 
But despite the growing pre- 
occupation in American writ- 
ing with frustration, decay, 
corruption and_ psychological 
aberration; with bums, harlots, 
racketeers and misfits—a trend 
that has not yet run its course 
—the American writer, in Mr. 
Brooks’s opinion is not a con- 
vert to nihilism and despair. 
Sinclair Lewis, the scourge of 
the babbitts and the hpyocrites, 
still found in Americans a “pro- 
found feeling of identity with 
all men.” 

“This was the traditional 
American feeling,” says Mr. 
Brooks, “and did not the writ- 
ers continue to share it behind 
the masks they were generally 
apt;..to wear, underneath the 
cynicism that covered them like 
a film of steel, hiding their 
actual sympathies, concerns and 
wishes?” 

* * * 

HE CONFIDENT 
YEARS” is an exhaus- 
tive but not an exhaust- 
ing book. Hundreds of figures 
are passed in review and none 
is dismissed in a*merely neu- 
tral summation. Whether it be 
in a paragraph or several pages 
each writer or school of writ- 
ing or controlling idea is sub- 
jected to a value judgment and 
one that was obviously reached 
after repeated examination. 
And they are_ illuminating 
judgments not only because 
Mr. Brooks communicates his 
thoughts in a lucid style but 


.4lso because he so obviously be- 


lieves that the facts of art are 
derived from the facts of life. 

His over-all conclusion is an 
expression of his own nature. 
Despite frequent surface indica- 
tions to the contrary American 
literature, in its essence, ex- 
presses the aspirations of the 
people. When writers are de- 
nunciatory, he asks, is it not 
because America seems to be 
falling short of its promise? 
But they are still moved by the 
(traditional faith in men and 
they still believe with Thomas 
Wolfe that “the true fulfillment 
of our spirit, of our people of 
our land, is yet to come.”

NELIX MORLEY, former 
Froresident of Haverford Col- 

lege and now a writer for 
such publications as Barrons 
Weekly and Nation’s Business, 
believes that foreign policy can 
never be either moral or demo- 
cratic. That would seem to 
make it a pretty suspicious 
business all around. Then why 
write a book about it? 

Apparently to warn that “‘To 
avoid .. 
a minimum essential for the 
American people to scrutinize 
every administrative proposal 
carefully, to debate its implica- 
tions thoroughly; to demand 
that the sum total of commit- 
ments be. strictly limited to 
what the strength of the re- 
public can unquestionably sup- 
ert. .3-¢ 

It was Secretary of State 
Acheson, perhaps too clever for 
his own good, who -coined the 
word “re-examinist” for this 
attitude. He defined a “re-ex- 
aminist” as a man whdé went out 
into the garden every morning 
and pulled the corn up by its 
roots, to see how it was grow- 
ing. Acheson applied the word 
to Robert A. aft, but it applies 
equally well to Morley.

HE Secretary of State was 
T searching for a successor to 

the word “isolationist,” 
which no longer seemed quite 
appropriate, because Taft, Mor- 
ley and friends do advocate 
some American action abroad, 
particularly in China, &lthough 
it is increasingly difficult to be 
sure just what they want éven 
there. It seems to this reviewer 
more illuminating simply to put 
down China as one of. several 
areas of contradiction and con- 
fusion with which this kind of 
thinking abounds. And at the 
risk of seeming old-fashioned, 
this réviewer prefers the word 
“isolationist.” 

It is not only that Morley 
quotes Washington's Farewell 
Address, about avoiding “en- 
tangling alliances.” It is not 
only that he says: “Although 
foreign policy has always laid 


great stress on building alli- 
ances, their historic result has 
not been to prevent war, but 
rather to enlarge its eventual 
scope,,as the inevitable coun- 
teralliances are developed.” It 
is the whole tone and climate 
of Morley’s thinking which 
leads to the inescapable’conclu- 
sion that what he really wants 
“is to be let strictly alone. 
* * * 

HE whole book, then, is 
T little more than rather ably 

rationalized xenophobia. 
Why are Taft, Morley and 
friends xenophobes? That 
is what is known as “a 
good question,” which means 
there isn’t any clear an- 
swer.

HIS would be an important 

book had Mr. Reynolds done 

no more than demonstrate 
the folly of early rising and.

jamin Franklin’s maxim—which 
has ruined countless lives— 
commends him to the kind 
thoughts of all truly civilized 
men. 

Obviously, this author is not 
of that superficial breed which 
holds that beds. are only for 
sleeping and a few associated 
activities—such as being sick or 
dying. He is well aware of the 
manifold roles of the bed in the 
life social, political, economic, 
aftistic and religious. And he 
holds. forth on most of them 
with scholarship, philosophy 
and humor.

IS book deals with beds as 
H texniture in only the most 

incidental way. It is no 
manual for interior decorators. 
Otherwise, it covers just about 
everything from couvade to 
bundling, from the alleged droit 
du seigneur to syneisaktism, 
and from the sleeping habits of 
certain Irish saints to Sir Wil- 
liam Roper’s courtship of Sir 
Thomas More’s daughters. 

No reasonable readers will 
expect a reviewer even to cata- 
logue the many bits of bed- 
connected information, some 
odd and some profound, which 
Mr. Reynolds has brought to- 
gether in this book. They will 
have a look for themselves. Aft- 
er all, the notion that beds are 
private is a very new notion, 
not nearly well enough estab- 
lished to deserve all the respect 
it gets in most quarters nowa- 


days, 


It is worth noting, however, 
that Mr. Reynolds always writes 
with the utmost authority. All 
essential statements are docu- 
mented and foot-noted. For ex- 
ample, he cites Chesterton to 
show.. that early risers are 
misers, and no less personage 
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power.” And “since the foreign 
policy of any government re- 
quires definitive agreements 


-with other governments it can- 


not, from its very nature, be 
democratic in the sense of re- 
sponding instantaneously to the 
always variable will of the elec- 
torate.” 

Is it necessary to point out 
that a democratic state is in 
fact operated by men, who may, 
and should be moral? And if 
“responding instantaneously to 
the always variable will of the 
electorate” is the test of democ- 
racy, there isn’t any in domestic 
policy, either. 

But the whole thing is pretty 
silly. Not only does this line 
of thinking lead to no useful 
program at, all, one suspects it 
is not intended to lead to any- 
thing except the pampering of 
parochial prejudice.

Italians of a Lusty Era 


THE BETROTHED [I Promessi Sposi), 
by Alessandro Manzoni. Translated 
by Archibald Colquhoun. (Dutton, 
624 pgs., $5.)

IRST published well over a 
Prrundrea years ago, this book 

has often been called the 
greatest Italian novel. To this 
day it is very popular in Italy, 
and it has been translated into 
most of the world’s major lan- 
guages. When an early transla- 
tion appeared in the United 
States, Edgar Allan Poe, writ- 
ing in a literary periodical of 
the day, acclaimed it as “a 
work which promises to be the 
commencement of a new style 
in novel-writing.” 


The story is a simple one. 
Two young peasants, Renzo and 
Lucia, find their marriage 
blocked, but in spite of over- 
whelming obstacles they finally 
become man and wife. Many 
of the characters introduced are 
historical personages, and the 
author has skilfully managed to 
tell a great deal about the insti- 
tutions of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. The great power of the 
clergy in its relationship with 
all other classes of society is, 
for example, made very clear 
to us. ' 

Indeed, far more interesting 
than the adventure story are 


‘and narrative passages. 


the detailed pictures Mangoni 
gives us of Italian life in a lusty 
era. Among the best written 


episodes in the book are those 
concerned with famine and 
riots in Milan and with the 
plague which came as an after- 
math of the visit of German 
troops in one phase of the 
Thirty Years’ War. The suffer- 
ing of the plague victims and 
the superstitions and fears of 
the inhabitants of Milan are as 
vividly described as any similar 
attempt in literature. 
* * * 
R. COLQUHOUN has lived 
M in Italy for many years, 
and his translation must 
certainly be a vast improve- 
ment on earlier versions. He 
has chosen fo put the dialogue 
into a modified colloquial Eng- 
lish, which. contrasts with the 
formal style of the descriptive 
Un- 
fortunately, however, he is not 
always grammatical, and at 
times his sentences are _ in- 
volved. These lapses do not 
make for easy reading. 

“Tite Betrothed” will appeal 
most to those who enjoy a long 
historical novel and who have 
the inclination to ponder over 
an author’s philosophy—in this 
instance a philosophy which 
may be called a gentle pessi- 
mism. The book is no more

TEPHANE MALLARME

OR many years Roger Fry, 
F English artist-critic, was a 

devoted. admirer of Mal- 
larme’s poems, and had worked 
long, in hobby fashion, on the 
arduous task of rendering them 
in English. “Like the Bible,” he 
wrote, “Mallarme should be 
translated by a committee.” At 
his death in 1934, Fry left fin- 
ished translations of 29 out of 
the 64 poems that make up the 
canon of Mallarme’s “Poesies.” 
These translations are printed 
here, in one of the admirable 
Néw. Directions “New Classics 
Series,” together with the 
French text of the untranslated 
poems. 

Charles Mauron’s lucid intro- 
duction and his evocative com- 
mentaries on the individual | 
poems round out a volume cer- 
tain to interest any reader curi- 
ous about how exponents of 
modern poetry and prose such 
as Wallace Stevens, E. E. Cum- 
mings, James Joyce, and others 
“got that way.”

On Farm This Winter

"VE always believed we Ozarkers were the only folks lacka- 
daisical enough to be “caught out” by an early spell of 
winter weather, So it is a matter for satisfaction to learn 
from down Maine way that even such a foresighted Yankee 
farmer-writer as John Gould 

can be taken by surprise 

when an uninvited snowstorm 

strikes. John admits to hav- 

ing his cider barrels and bags 

of apples piled in the front 

yard, ready for the annual 

trip to the cider mill, come 

Saturday. Not to mention his 

plow, cultivators, sawrig, 

spray-tank, potato hiller and 

sundry other tools standing 

in the barnyard, preparatory 

to putting the disc harrow 

into the machine shed. You 


see, the harrow goes in first © 


because it will be the last 

tool out next spring. But it 

was also the last tool to be 

used this autumn and so 

couldn’t be got in any earlier. 

I expect we're in even 

worse shape than John. Not 

only did that big November blizzard catch us unaware; the 

weather has Kept tiined up ever since and farm life as a 
result has beén a perpettial emergency. 

At least, thotight Merle and I, we'll cut wood for the 
stoves and fireplace, We honed up the axes, filed the wood- 
saw and took to the timber. But days are short, what with 
feeding a hundred cattle night and morning, and the weather 
staying so cold, we burned wood as fast as we cut it. Finally 


the ground dried enough to enable us to go back to manure- 


hauiing, Things moved smoothly and Joad after load went out 
to The alfalfa fields. 
* * * 
Then, simultaneously, it rained and the piston on 

the hydraulic loader jammed and must go to the 

machine shop. But stiff winds dried out the ground, 

so we put the high sideboards on the wagon and 

headed for the cornfield. Now we found that the long 

grass, which had grown in the fields during the end- 

less weeks of rain last summer when we couldn’t,cul- 

tivate the corn, at last served a purpose. It formed a 

thick mat to keep wagon and tractor from sinking out 

of sight. So we slip-shucked a half-dozen loads and 

hauled them to the crib before the mercury plunged 

to zero again.

@ THIS PUT US to scratching our heads over another emey- 
gency, for which folks up in Maine would have Been well 
prepared. Our little house on the east side of the farm has 
no basement anda foundation of loose-laid rock which fur- 
nishes poor protection indeed for the water pipes that run 
under the floor. We'd insulated them as best we could, but 
weren’t sure they would stand a long spell of zero weather, 
when. hauling water from the pump in the yard would be no 
fun.

There’s the hay-loader standing in the barnlot, which must 
be hauled down across the creek to the only shed high enough 
to hold it. At the east barn are the tiller, dise and terracing 
blade which belong in the machine shed on this side of the 
farm. There are 4000 multiflora roses delivered three weeks 
ago and not yet heeled in because the ground has been too 
wet or else frozen tight.

Up at the big barn we want to move the feed 
troughs in the calf creep and set up windbreaks on 
the feeding aisles which run from north to south.

AIKEN, S.C., Dec. 29. * 


HERE is considerable unrest 
T along Whisky Road these days, 
traffic suddenly increased several 
hundredfold and huge trucks and 
cement mixers rumbled along the 
aristocratic stretch of road 24 
hours a day, compelling a chap 
on horseback: to wait as long as 
15 or 20. minutes before he dared 
risk a crossing. 

But now word has gone around 
that the Government plans to turn 


' Whisky Road into a four- or eight- 


lane highway, and the Whisky 
Road residents, one of the most 
closely knit. millionaire colonies 
in the country, is up in arms. 
Uncle Sam has gone a step too far. 

“Why,” said one indignant ma- 
tron in tones of complete incredu- 
lity, “it would run right through 
No..3 green of the golf course.” 

Peuth of the matter is, there 
is every indication that not only 
number three green of the ex- 
clusive Palmetto Golf Club, but 
the whole Whisky Road colony 
may become victims of the H- 
bomb. This would place them 
in the same boat as the resi- 
dents of the little town of Ellen- 
ton on down the road, with the 
farmers of Aiken county, the 
sharecroppers, the Negroes and 
all the rest who have been forced 
from their homes by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. To progress 
and the atomic age, the rich and 
poor look just alike. 

Whisky Road, in case you 
haven't heard of it, is more than 
just a place. It’s a way of life, 
and something of a throwback to 
another and more opulent era. 
It’s been going on for more than 
ffalf a century, and it started 
when the'sporting Hitchcock fam- 
ily built a winter home and a 
private polo field on the outskirts 
of Aiken. The Hitchcocks were 
followed by the Whitneys and by 
Foxhall Keene and other eastern 
millionaires who loved horses and 
the chase. They built winter 
homes in the neighborhood, and 
in time Aiken, for the horsey set 
at least, became one of the toni- 
est winter resorts in the country. 

In the midst of the area lies 
Hitchcock woods, which is still 
sacred to the horse. It covers 
some 8000 acres. and no automo- 
bile is allowed therein. Only 
horses and fox hounds. Aiken 
also became the polo center’ of 
the country. There were eight 
playing fields, with games on 
every field every afternoon of 
the week,’ and almost as many 
practice fields. It was at Aiken 
that such famous players as 
Tommy Hitchcock and Devereux 
Milburn had their greatest mo- 
ments and followers of the game 
gathered from all over the coun- 
try, and even from abroad, to see 


them play. 
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HERE are two versions of how 

Whisky Road got its name. One 

is that when the farmers and 
plantation people came to town 
on Saturday night, they left this 
main artery of the city well lined 
with empty whisky bottles. The 
other, which is more , romantic, 
and consequently preferred by lo- 
cal historians, is that in the old 


‘days slaves used to haul hogs- 


heads of whisky up the road from 
Charleston—just as the slaves 
used to haul tobacco along the 
semifictitious Tobacco Road which, 
incidentally, is just across the 
rages river on the Georgia 
side 

The wealthy colony, with its 56. 
estates, each costing $100,000 to 
$250,000 to build, naturally be- 
came Aiken’s chief industry. 
Aiken motorists, out of deference 
to the horse, gave horsemen the 
right of way. Many of Aiken 
streets are still left unpaved, out 
of deference to the horses’ 
hooves. 

Since Aiken's economy has been 
based for many years on the 
colony which grew up along 
Whisky Road, there was some 
consternation when, a year ago, 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
announced that 315 square miles 
of land south of Aiken would 
become the site of the Savannah 
River Project to produce ma- 
terials for use ip. A-bombs or H- 
bombs, as well as for. the peace- 
time application of atomic energy. 

Aiken found itself torn between 
the possible loss of the winter 
colony, and the possible gain from 
the influx of thousands of work- 
ers. What Aiken didn't realize was 
that time had already made the 
choice, and that Whisky Road, as 
a way of life, was already on ‘the 
way out. 

No one was more aware of this 
than the winter colonists them- 
selves.

Gilbert owned a large tract of 
land along the highway leading 
to the proposed site, so instead 
of bucking, the trend, he went 
high along with it. He built a 
large, modern trailer court, 
which now has trailers of several 
hundred construction workers 
parked in it. Gilbert was in bed 
with a cold when I went to see 
him. His cat-footed butler 
showed me up to his bedroom, 
where he lay propped up in a 
large four-poster. He is a big, 
friendly man, who is not too con- 
cerned about the fate of the col- 
ony because he doesn't ride him- 
self. 

“The tourist court is going to 
be a nice piece of business for 
me,” he grinned. Also he has been 
selling his land near the area to 
people who have been forced out 
by the atom plant. 

“I had 2800 acres,” he said. 
“Now I have only 400.” 

Gilbert built his place in 1928, 
and although he doesn’t-ride him- 
self, he married into one of the 
leading families in polo circles. 
His wiie.is the widow of Arthur 
C. Bostwick, an associate of John 
D. Rockefeller, and she and Gil- 
bert’s three stepSons are ardent

horse-lovers. One of the stepsons 
is the famous polo-playing G. H. 
“Pete” Bostvick. 

“I don't think the future of 
Aiken and Whisky Road is going 
to be affected as much by the 
bomb plant,” said Gilbert, “as by 
such things as income taxes and 
inheritance taxes. Just as much 
money as ever, but it’s not in the 
hands of the idle type.” 


Gilbert, whose estate is one of 
eight whieh the proposed new 
road would cut into, is, however, 
exercised about the proposed 
highway and has written to Gov. 
James‘ Byrnes to protest. The 
highway, he feels, would be the 
last straw so far as Whisky road 
is goncerned. 


A couple of miles out of town 
Whisky road becomes Highway 
19, the road which leads to the 
site of the Savannah River proj- 
ect, known locally as the “H- 
bomb plant.” 


A year ago, when the news was 
broken of the selection of the 
site, I deg along Highway 19 
with a lot of other newspapermen 
who had came to see a town 
doomed to make way for the 
atomic age. 

Then Highway 19 was just a 
narrow blacktop road with noth- 
ing on either side but, flat, gray 
fields, broken now and then by a 
ree wy, farm house or a Negro 
shanty. Today it’s hard to believe 
it’s the same road, 

In the lfemile stretch to the 
edge of the restricted area there 
are no fewer than 17, trailer 
camps, all with anywhere from 
100 to 500 trailers in them. 

Between the trailer camps are 
new hot spots with big neon 
lights and such names as “Atomic 
Drive In,” “The Blue Goose,” 
“The Top Hat,” “The Atomic 
Speedway” and “The Pink Pony.” 
And between the hot spots and 
the trailer courts are trailer lots, 
where dozens of new and used 
trailers are for sale. The trailer 
has helped to solve the housing 
problem of many of the 20,000 
people now working for the AEC 
and for E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
& Co., which is constructing the 
plant.

HE trailers, however, have 
fallen far short of completely 
solving the problem. When the 
Government built Oak Ridge and 
Los Alamos, they also built gov- 
ernment towns for the workers. 
The new policy, however, is 
against government towns for a 
good many reasons,. Before the 
site here was selected, the Fed- 
eral Housing Authority made a 
survey and reported that Aiken 
and Augusta and several. small 
communities nearby could absorb 
the added population. As in all 
such projects, however, the actual 
personnel has far exceeded the 
original estimate, and now it de- 
velops there will be by June of 
1952 more than 36,000 people on 
the job. - 
As a result, people are living 
in anything they can find, in- 
cluding tents. Youngsters are go-

ing to school in churches and 
warehouses. 

Although hundreds of new 
houses have been built, they are 
beyond reach of the average la- 
borer. Rents have jumped sky 
high, and real estate values have 
gone up from 30 to 50 per cent. 
It is worst around the edge of 
the restricted area. Land there 
which used to be worth $25 an 
acre is now selling for as high 
as $1000 an acre. 
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HEN Highway 19 enters the 
Wiis square-mile area, some- 
where within which the 
plants will be built (but don't try 
to find out exactly where if you 
want to stay out of trouble) the 
change is even more startling. 
One of the first things you notice 
are the miles of new highway, 
two-lane and four-lane with grade 
crossings where any two meet. 
The new roads stretch off in 
many different directions, but you 
can’t follow them far. You run 
into a barrier with guards, and 
back of the barrier no outsider 
knows what's being built. 
Already there are 45 miles of 


‘new permanent highway in the 


area and 90 miles of temporary 
roads. When the project is com- 
pleted there will be 105 miles of 
permanent highway. You cross 
railroad tracks which weren't 
there a year ago. There are 38 
miles of track now in operation, 
and thére will be 66 miles’ of 
permanent track. 

Everywhere there are signs 
bearing mysterious numbers and 
symbols, pointing to various 
areas, all of which are designated 
by code. Topping a rise, you look 
down into a vast, flat area in 
which have been constructed the 
temporary buildings. 

The two main offices have been 
built in the shape of a star, with 
five long corridors projecting sev- 
eral hundred yards out from a 
central point. .There are already 
almost 2,000,000 square feet of 
temporary warehouées, offices 
and shops. ‘ 

Inside the Atomic Energy 
Commission's office, we .were 
subjected to security routine. We 
gave our names, addresses and 
businessés, and were given a badge 
and an escort who took us past 
several guards, and down one of 
the long points of the star to the 
office of George O. Robinson, the 
project's information officer. 

Robinson, a soft-spoken but un- 
communicative middle-aged man, 
used to work for the Memphis 
Commercial-Appeal and later was 
information officer at Oak Ridge.

He belies his title. Getting in- 
formation from him, beyond his 
mimeographed handouts, is like 
getting small talk out of an 
oyster. 

“As a matter of fact,” he said, 
“in another few weeks you won't 
even get to this office. You'll be 
stopped at the outer edge of the 
area.” He had no photographs. 
“Used to give out pictures,” he 
said, “but we've stopped now. 
ae tightening up all along the 

ne.” 


One of Robinson’s jobs has 
been to make speeches around 
the countrysidé designed to off- 
set fear of the atom. Among other 
things people were afraid of, he 
told me, were the fish in the 
Savannah river. 


“I’ve assured them,” he said, 
“that a man catching fish out of 
the river at its nearest point to 
the plant would have to eat eight 
pounds of them every day for 
the rest of his life before he 
would reach the radiation toler- 
ance we'll allow our employes 
inside the factory.” 

There was a lot of fear in the 
area a year ago, he said, but peo- 
ple have either gotten over it, 
or become indifferent with asso- 
ciation, Robinson gave me a lot 
of statistics, which showed that 
the payroll outlay in the-.first 
year had come to $26,225,000; that 
12,325,546 cubic yards of dirt had 
been excavated, and that 5,000,000 
tons of steel already have been 
placed in permanent buildings. 

There are 1540 telephones in 
the area, and work is underway 
on 101 permanent buildings with 
plans progressing for others. 
There are 1730 pieces of major 
equipment being used and 2000 
pieces of automotive equipment 
which includes trucks, pickups, 
trailers and sedans. 

Robinson gave me permission 
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Cassel, owner of the town’s lead- 
ing store, owner of the bank, 
owner of the ‘oil compa and 
the town’s big wheel. We*found 
him sitting at his desk in his 
cluttered little office at the far 
end of the block-long gefierai 
Store. The office hadn't changed 
much, but the store had. The 
shelves, which had been stacked 
to overflowing with a thousand 
different articles from china to 
horse collars, were almost Se 

“Selling everything out at cost,” 
Mike said. “We have only about 
30 days left now. Nearly every- 
body’s gone, and I’m selling out 
lock, stock and barrel. I sold 
the bank, and I sold all my cattle 
and the .oil company, and now 
I'm selling out the store.” 
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ASSEL said he has built a new 
Crome in Aiken, not far from 

Whisky road, ineidentally. “But 
it’s not just having a house to 
go to,” he said bitterly. “You 
can't realize What it’s like for a 
town where people have lived for 
generations and been happy to 
just be uprooted, It’s something 
besides having a place to go. I'm 
going to miss it.” 

“Where had everyone gone?” I 
asked him. 

“Where have they gone? 
They've just scattered like a 
covey of blackbirds. Gone every 
which way.” 

I went around to see old Dr. 
Fred Brinkley who, with Cassel, 
was still aboard the sinking ship. 
Dr. Brinkley had, practiced in 
Ellenton for 42 years. He had 
delivered nearly every citizen of 
the town. “I’m going to move 
to Barnwell,” he said. Barnwell 
is a small town just outside the 
project area, “I don’t know 
whether I'm going to practice any 
more or not. I might,” he 
grinned, “just spend the rest of 
my days playing stud poker.” 

In another 30 days everyone 
would be out of the town. Quite 
a number of small houses have 
been moved. The large houses, 
too big to move, be left. 
Wrecking crews will ‘come along 

and raze them. In time a town 
which had lived for nearly a hun- 
dred years will have va as 
seanaintels as though it had never 
existed. 

There is a grim joke they like 
to tell around Ellenton in con- 
nection with the process ‘of ap- 
praising the property and evacu- 
ating the owners. A Negro resi- 
dent was walking down the street 
shaking his head sadly.

His mother, a 
simple soul, encouraged his ambi- 
tions in art, for she wanted him 
to produce “hand-painted” pic- 
tures that she could sell in her 
shop. After study with local wa- 
tercolorists, he spent three years 
at Brussels Academy, emerging 
with developed technical skills, 2 
second prize in drawing from the 
antique and a contempt for 
the academy’s assignments, which 
tended to the grandiose. 


He joined other young rebels in 
bitter attacks on almost anything 
conservative. Vociferous and bril- 
liant, he wrote manifestoes, and 


in his painting soon advanced be- 
yond comprehension of his own 
generation. After exhibiting with 
several groups and at the Brussels 
Salon, he saw two of his paintings 
chosen for the Paris Salon when 
he was only 22.

TWO YEARS LATER all his 
entries were rejected from the 
Brussels Salon. Three years 
after that, his own group of revo- 
lutionaries, The Twentieth Cen- 
tury, refused to show his mastér- 
piece. 


It was not till he was 36 that 
his first tangible recognition 
came in the shape of a museum 
purchase. That was after Eugene 
Demolder, the socialist intellec- 
tual, who had written the first 
monograph on the artist, organ- 
ized the first Ensor one-man 
show. From the display, held in 
Brussels, the Brussels museum 
acquired—with notable conserva- 
tism—“The Lamp Boy,” painted 
16 years earlier, with a hint of 
Manet in the handling of - the 
figure and of Frans Hals in sensi- 
tive sympathy for subject. 


Honors eventually followed. 
With the help of his prints, Ensor 
earned a fortune in art. A French 
review sponsored his Paris exhi- 
bition in 1898, reproducing many 
of his works. A Belgian poet did 
a study of him in 1908; a German 
firm issued a catalogue of his 
prints in 1913; German artists 
visited him during World War 1;

Ten Best Films for 1951 


‘Oliver Twist' Tops Critic's Selections

T quality output in 1951. Out of the 230 or so 
films of A or A minus standards which I 
reviewed during the year, I was able to give at 
least passing consideration to 50 for my annual 
Ten Best list. And the list selected compares 
favorably to those of other recent years. Here, 
then, are my Ten Best for the year: 


OLIVER TWIST (Cineguild)—Director David 
Lean’s British production of Dickens's classic, 
its release in this country held up two years by 
objections, turned out to be a brilliant, imagina- 
tive work, a masterpiece of pictorial story-tell- 
ing.

35 Millions in’| Of Loan Money 
1951 Expansion Seen for 1952

The year 1951 ends with con- 
ditions in the mortgage market 
much better than they were in 
the earlier months of the year.

per cent of what they were in 
1950 and FHA applications 60 per 
cent of the previous year. In 
the later part of 1950 and the 
early part of 1951 FHA 4% per 
cent loans could be readily ob- 
tained, and lenders were paying 

emiums to brokers as high as 

per cent and selling these loans 
on the secondary market at 2% 
to 3 per cent premium. In this 
early period G.I. loans were be- 
int handled at a very substantial 
volume. Now only a few institu- 
tions are making G.I. loans, on an 
u’vestricted basis and then only 
w.h a substantial discount and 
a icw G.I. loans can be made by 
t-~ks and building loan associa- 
tic1s to their regular customers. 

A terrific amount of pressure 
is being brought by federal agen- 
ces to “force” lenders to make 
these G.I. long-term, 4 per cent 
loans. The mortgage lenders have 
consistently asked the Govern- 
ment to increase the rate to 4% 
per cent and have suggested a 
compromise so the lender could 
charge a discount which swould 
bring the rate up to 4% per cent. 
However the VA has finally 
turned down all proposals to in- 
crease this rate and is threaten- 
ing to make G.I. loans direct from 
vast funds now held in the VA 
Life Insurance Reserve. The 
mortgage bankers are opposihg 
this proposal vigorously, as an at- 
tempt to socialize the mortgage 
lending business. A good part of 
the G.I.s that have been made 
during the past year have been 
sold to the Federal National- 
Mortgage Association that main- 
tains a market at 100. However, 
these funds are limited and may 
expire in three to six months, 

Savings Increase. 

According to figures compiled 
by Roy Wenzlick & Co. of St. 
Louis, construction of new homes 
in the St. Louis area in 1951 is 
off nearly 60 per cent from 1950 
while the national average is off 
only 26 per cent. In 1950 the 
starts were above the national 
average. This can be partially 
attributed to three large rental- 
housing projects of 3700 units in 
1950. It is believed that for 1952 
new residential starts in St. Louis 
may drop 25-30 per cent under 
1951. Of an estimate of 850,000 
units for the country a fourth of 
these will be built in defense and 
military areas. The St. Louis area 
has not been programmed for 
military and defense housing so 
that the reduction of new housing 
in St. Louis should be much un- 
der the national average. 

In the St. Louis area savings in 
banks and building loan associa- 
tions are continuing to increase, 
With a healthy supply of mort 
Zage money and a reduced de- 
mand, it is believed that there 

ill be ample funds to handle 
the normal requirements for both 
new construction and existing 

operties involving sales and re- 

inancing. The relaxation of Regu- 
lation X, making money easier for 
Joans on both new and e 
construction, has helped the sale 
of property.

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N uneasy world will see the last, tomorrow 
night, of another troubled year. Among its 
myriad events there were bound to be good 

things and gay, but the general complexion of 
1951 was unhappy. It was a time of strife, tension, 
crisis, uncertainty, disaster and scandal. 

On the international scene there were the 
Korean war, the Iranian oil dispute, the ian 
crisis, the Japanese peace treaty and Churchill's 
return to power in Great Britain. At home there 
were President Truman’s firing of General Douglas 
MacArthur, the Kefauver crime hearings, the RFC 
investigation, the tax scandals, the development 
of tactical atomic weapons—and inflation. 

Disaster struck in different forms in different 
places: Floods in Missouri and Kansas and in 
Italy's Po Valley, typhoons and volcano eruptions 
in the Philippines, and a mine disaster in ois. 
The year also saw the nation’s worst rail and air 
tragedies, both in New Jersey—a commuter train 
wreck that killed 84, an airliner crash that killed 
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396. The sports world was shocked by the basket- 
ball bribery scandal and the West Point cribbing 
case, and was made increasingly aware of the 
over-emphasis on college football. It saw the most 
exciting play-off in major league baseball. 
Through hundreds of photographs, PICTURES 
reported and interpreted such events, along with 
many lesser happenings. From them the editors 
selected those photos reprinted here as outstanding 
in subject matter and story-telling quality. Omitted 
from the collection were pictures published in the 
last two weeks and all color photographs that ap- 
peared in PICTURES during the year. Several of 
the color pages merit special mention, however:

OMBINING the salad and dessert into a

INGREDIENTS: A one-pound can it 
salad or fruit cocktail, two bananas, one-half 
pint whipping cream, one teaspoon vanilla, 
one-fourth cup confectioner’s sugar, six marsh- 
mallows, six to eight maraschino cherries, one-

aschino cherry juice. These amounts serve 
six to eight persons.

The next year, her father died. At 20, 
she won the Olympic championship. 
@ Today, as star of the “Hollywood Ice 
Revue,” Barbara Ann is said to be one 
of the nation’s highest-paid skating 
champions—all because her father had 
never stopped thinking of champions, 
even when he lay wounded.

_ @ LAST MONTH over Ohio, Navy Lt 
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J. E. Pritchett was almost overcome 
by carbon monoxide. Two fellow 
pilots broke out of formation and 
directed him down at Columbus with 
hand signals. 

®A FEW DAYS LATER Capt. Millard 
Lossing of All-American Airways 
flew‘off his course to lead a lost pri- 
vate plane into Hagerstown, Md. 
Hearing the plane’s distress signal, 
Capt. Lossing got CAA permission to 
climb above the clouds and find it. 
@ ONE WEEK LATER, in Texas, a for- 
mer paratrooper broadcast para- 
chuting instructions from the Cars- 
well Air Force control tower to a 
crippled B-36. 

As a result, 16 crewmen dropped 
to safety. The plane, after circling 
six hours, landed successfully. 

But the most startling rescue was 
the one in Korea. Here are the ex- 
clusive first person stories of the 
three pilots involved: 


FIRST LT. S$. WOOD 
McARTHUR OF LITTLE 
ROCK, ARK., TELLS IT 
THIS WAY: 


“We were coming 
across the 38th par- 
allel into South Ko- 
rea—doing about 600 mph at 32,000 
feet—when it happened. 
“Johnny started pulling gismos. 
“First he turned left and went 
through the mach (speed at which 
the plane is in danger of being 
ripped apart by sound waves). He 
looked like he was going to do a 360- 
degree turn, but instead he humped 
down. I figured he was just trying to 
see what the jet would do at that 
altitude. 
@ “I called, ‘Johnny, are you all 
right.’ 
@ “‘Yeah,’ he said, ‘Yeah, I’m all 
right.’ 


“But he said it in a dull monotone. 

“I could see Johnny fooling 
around with his oxygen mask. Then 
he leaned back in the seat like he 
was stretching and finally slumped 
forward—too far to be right. 

“Jack (Capt. Miller) and I called 
to him. 

“He didn’t move. 

“I called him twice at the point 

where we normally throttle back 
and start letting down. The second 
time, he reached the throttle and 
pulled it back—pure reflex action. 
@ “Jack said, ‘Woody, I think he’s 
out. Pull up in front and give him 
some jet wash. Maybe that’ll pull 
him out.’ 

“I started to. But we decided it 
would tip him over and he’d go 
down, so I didn’t. 

@ “Then Jack said, ‘Get on his left 
wing. I’ll get on his right. Whenever 
he starts to tip, we'll tap his wings

and level him up. Maybe we can get 
him down low enough so he can 
breathe that way.’ , 

“We got beside him and rode him 
in close. We tapped at his wings to 


keep him level. I don’t know how — 


many times we had to tip him. 

“It’s almost impossible to actually 
hit wingtips in a jet moving as fast 
as we were. What happened was that 
when we'd bring our wings up close, 
a pocket of tightly compressed air 
would push Johnny’s wing up. Our 
wingtips never actually touched. 
But the stress the air caused was 
about the same as it would have 
been if the wings hit. 

“Qne time I pushed a little too 
far and Johnny started to tip way 
over, so I said, ‘Okay, Jack, it’s your 
turn now—catch him.’ 

“Jack tapped him back up level.” 

“Well, we just sat there, hitting to 
keep his wings level until we got 


—— 


down to about 13,000 feet. Then 
Johnny began to shake his head. 

“He did a couple of turns when 
we asked him to—to prove he was all 
right. Then we came in.” 


CAPT. JACK MILLER, 
OF DAYTON, O., SAID: 


“I saw Johnny’s 
head fall back 
against the canopy 

‘® of his thunderjet 
and watched him slump forward. 

“Then he went through the mach, 
and I thought about breaking out of 
the flight and leaving because he 
was acting crazy. 

“He pulled up in a sharp turn and 
stalled out. I couldn’t understand 
what he was trying to do. Then, for 
no reason, he settled down straight 
and level. 

“Woody (McArthur) asked him if

he was all right and he said, ‘Yes.’ 

“Later, Woody called for him to 
throttle back. The second time 
Woody called, Johnny reached for- 
ward, pulled back the throttle. 

“He was crouched down like he 
was flying instruments and as I 
pulled up near him I could see his 
head leaning against the canopy. 
Then he slumped clear forward, and 
I knew he was out. 

“I called Woody and asked him to 
get around front and give Johnny 
some jet wash. But Woody let that 
go, because it probably would have 
tipped Johnny over. 
® “Then I called and said, ‘Woody,. 
get the left wing. I’U get on the right 
and we'll try to hold him level with 
our wing tips.’ 

@ “We got Johnny down to about 
15,000 feet, but his plane suddenly 
lunged to the left at Woody. 

“Woody got him and tipped him 
back, but he tipped a little too hard 
and Johnny started to go over the 
other way. Woody yelled at me to 
pick him up, and I did. 

“We rode him that way down to 
about 13,000 feet. He started to come 
to. You could see him breathing real 
deep. : 

“I asked him to get on my wing 
and we’d let him down on the field. 
All this time we kept shouting at 
him. He didn’t answer. But he nod- 
ded his head, so I figured he was 
okay. We learned later that his 
radio was out. 

“Finally I asked him again if he 
was okay, and he said yes. So we let 
him go in and land.” 


CAPT. JOHN i. PALA- 
DINO OF LITTLE ROCK 
RECALLS: 


“When the whole 
thing started, we 
were coming back 
from the target area. 
- “After a bit, I noticed I couldn’t 
see airplanes a hundred yards away. 
@® “An air bubble must have caught 
in my oxygen feed. I reached up to 
flip my oxygen to safety. Then 
everything blacked out. 

@ “When I came around, I could 
hear voices in the background, but I 
couldn’t make head or tail out of 


what they were saying until Woody - 


said, ‘Say something.’ 
© “Waking up was like living hell. 
I had a splitting headache. I was 


soaked with sweat. My oxygen mask, 


was almost filled with sweat. I real- 
ized what had happened right away. 

“Then I flipped on my oxygen 
safety. I didn’t feel very good but I 
could handle the plane. The only 
after-effect I had was the headache.

write it, release it. That’s no—

sion of about-a half-dozen or 
more professional Broadway 
drama critics. 


it Started at Lunch 


IKE TO KNOW the history of 

this Broadway hit? Here it 

is, as told to me by Paula Stone 
and Mike Sloane. 

About three years ago, author 
Hy Kraft and composer Johnny 
Mercer had lunch with Paula. 
They talked about doing a mu- 
sical comedy. 

@® Paula said she’d always 
thought of Silvers as a good 
comic — his pantomime and 
vaudeville background were ex- 
cellent. During this lunch — 
which took place three years 
before the show actually opened 
—Paula suggested a show built 
around Silvers. 

@ Author, composer and pro- 
ducets digested the idea of the 
show for about a year. They got 
the title while talking about the 
sort of show it should be. Mercer 
Said something about “the top 
banana.” That was it. 

The four finally called in Sil- 
vers, sketched out a rough plot 
and asked him how he liked it. 


SILVERS, two comics and beautiful blonde as they appear on stage. 
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He said, “terrific.” 

In the next year, Mercer wrote 
some songs, Kraft wrote the 
“book,” Stone and Sloane made 
up production plans. They got 
together again with Silvers, who 
said he’d go on the road, touring 
vaudeville houses to get the 
“feel” of a live audiencé again. 
At this point—a year before the 
Show’s opening on Broadway, 
the show had a book, producers, 
songs and a star. 

The producers held 17 audi- 
tions for “angels” and raised 
$200,000 over a three-month 
period. 


Needed Three Theaters -

pletely rewritten 10 times. 
@ After the money was raised, 
the show went into production. 
Rehearsals were held in three 
theaters — one for dancers, one 
for chorus people, one for prin- 
cipals. This went on for the next 
three and one-half weeks. 
e “Top Banana” opened in Bos- 
ton. The audience was all smiles. 
@ Then, it came to Broadway. 
Producers knew they were “in” 
when they were swamped with 
calls-for opening night tickets.
